How to Grow Mushrooms 


That mushroome grow raturally in 
«reat abundance in this valley ie not to 
be dieputed, but few people here have 
attempted to cultivate them, and, there- 
(cre, the following eimple directions may 
be of benefit: 

A cellar, a shed, a stall in a stable, or 
any unueed outbuilding will do in which 
to make the bede, which may be of any 
vize, according to the space at command- 
You can utilize epace by making shelves 
or bunks like sleeping apartments in the 
hold of a ship. 

Take equal parts of fresh soil und rot- 
ted leaf-inould or manure; mix well; 
make the beds eight inches deep ; smooth 
the earth, and water well with warm— 
not boiling—water; cover to keep damp 
for two ur three days before spawning. 

Buy muehroom apawn from Henry's 
Nursery at Vancouver. allowing one 
pound to every 30 square feet of bed. 
Break dry spawn into bits about the size 
of a emall hickory-nut, and after remov. 
ing the cover from the beds plant spawn 
sbleut two inchee deep and two inches
